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Arias Charges U.S. Paid 
Panama National Guard

Dr. Arnulfo Arias charged 
yesterday that the U.S. Gov- 
ernment paid the salary of 
the Panamanian National 
Guard which ousted him as 
the nation’s constitutional 
President last month. 

Although Arias did not ac- 
cuse Washington of any direct 
role in the Oct. 11 coup, he 
said the Guard was “trained, 
armed and paid with United 
States taxpayers’ money.” 
“Your money, unwittingly, 


is nursing the forces of op-j 
pression,” the 67-year-old, Har- 
vard-educated physician said 
in a speech at the Women’s 
National Press Club, 

An Arias aide said the U.S. 
paid the Guard about $200,000 
a month under a contract that 
expired Oct. 30. U.S. .officials 
declined immediate comment.. 

Arias, ousted by the military 
each of the three times he has 
been elected President, said 
he did not want the. 1.3 million 
Panamanians . “to take up 
arms in his support. He said 
he would confine his efforts to 
enlisting the aid of interna- 
tional organizations.
